Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must bo Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 

application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants representative expressed his desire to cancel part (a) of 
claim 15 and amend part (b) to 75% identity and discuss how this would affect any rejections that would remain for 
such an amended claim, as a means of focusing on the issues. The examiner stated that given the recent guidelines 
for written description, such a rejection would not be maintained, however, the examiner felt that a 112 first paragraph 
rejection based on a lack of scope of enablement would be maintained. In response to this, applicants representative 
presented reasons why he felt such a rejection should be withdrawn, based on that disclosed by applicants 
specification (ie. SEQ ID NOs and functional assays, etc..) and what the art teaches with respect to Sso7d, Sso7e and 
Sac7d-type proteins and the ability to mutate these proteins while maintaining the nucleic acid binding function. In 
making applicants argument applicants' representative also pointed out that the homology between Sso7d and Sac7d 
or Sso7d was approcimately that of the breadth of the proposed claimed genus. The examiner stated that while he 
could appreciate applicant's representatives argument, he was not convinced that applicants have enabled the 
potentially claimed genus drawn to 75% sequence identity to SEQ ID NO: 2, because the examiner did not believe the 
existence of a mere two species with in a genus would necessarily enable the scope of the genus claimed. The 
examiner suggested to applciants representative that if possible, under 1 12 first paragraph limitations, applicants put 
additional structural limitations into the claim (i.e. claim 15) as a means of further enabling the claimed geunus (i.e. 
structurally). Applicants thanked the examiner for the interview and said they would do such, most likely in the form of 
a request for continute examination. 
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
